LOOKS TO FUTURE 
Members of the 
Senate and

The ‘‘inward call” which Ad o lf Hitler said he 
had answered in assuming perso nal co mmand o f 
the Nazi army is the most significant co nfessio n 
yet o f the Russians successes. It is a d angero u s 
step fo r Hitler, but for the v ery reaso n that 
it is su ch a dangerous step it should 
give the 
wo rld fighting against him reaso n to tempt its 
optimism. 
TNie world has been saying that dictators 
can­ 
not 
stand failure. To an extent this is true. 
They 
certainly 
stand 
it less 
well 
than 
a 


d emo cratic go vernment. 
The spirit o f England 
was raised , no t lo wered , when Chu rchill replaced 
Chamberlain. On the face o f it, Hitler has d o ne 
mo re than seemed necessary in acco u nting to his 
peo ple fo r the Ru ssian reverses. In a d emo cracy 
it wo u ld have been su fficient to have sack ed the 
co mmand ing general. 
Bu t since the co mmand ing general, Vo n Brau - 
chitsch, bo re Hitler's imprimatu r, it seems to 
have been requ ired no t merely that he sho u ld 
be replaced bu t that the man who placed him 
m po wer and certified him to the peo ple sho u ld 
himself tak e co mmand , as an assu rance to the 
Germans that all hencefo rth will be well. 
Obvio u sly, if Hitler meets fu rther reverses his 
po sitio n with his o wn peo ple will be greatly 
d amaged . Obvio u sly, also , he k no ws this. There 
is little in his reco rd to d ate to pro ve that he is 
o ne to tak e u ncalcu lated risk s. His assu ming the 
su preme co mmand , it is tru e, may be 
a measu re 
o f d esperatio n, bu t u ntil we have fu rther facts 
it will be wise no t to raise ho pes to o high. There 
is the po ssible alternative that Hitler has assu med 
co mmand becau se he feels that the wo rst is o ver 
and that so o n he will be able to present the 
German peo ple with new su ccesses. 
Tho se who cherish the no tio n that Hitler is 
appro aching the end o f his ro pe might d o well 
to read abo u t a little k no wn war o n the So u th 
American co ntinent so me 7 0 years ago . It was 
the blo o d iest war in Latin American histo ry. It 
lasted fo r five years. Lo pez, 
the d ictato r o f 
Paragu ay, invo lved that tiny co u ntry in a simu l­ 
taneo u s war with Argentina. Brazil, and Uru ­ 
gu ay. In ad d itio n to being a 
blo o d y tyrant 
he was a co nceited and inco mpetent military 
co mmand er. Yet his po wer o ver his o wn peo ple 
was so co mplete that when they finally tu rned 
o n him and k illed him there was hard ly an able 
bo d ied man left alive in the co u ntry and the 
po pu latio n o f Paragu ay was, acco rd ing to d iffer­ 
ent estimates, o ne-third to o ne-sixth o f what it 
had been when the stru ggle started . 
Hitler, if his ill fo rtu ne co ntinu es, may be 
d epend ed u po n to be su ch a fanatic as was 
Lo pez. It is no t a qu estio n o f the German 
peo ple’s refu sing to fo llo w him bu t 
a qu estio n 
o f his ability, thru the wo rld ’s mo st perfect 
machine o f o ppressio n, to fo rce them to co ntinu e 
to d o his bid d ing. Let u s no t mak e the erro r 
o f assu ming that all hencefo rth is to be easy 
merely becau se the Nazis have met reverses. If 
there is a German co llapse, let it co me as a 
pleasant su rprise. Fo r o u r o wn secu rity we mu st 
assu me that the stru ggle ahead will be lo ng and 
stern.

THE LEVELLERS 


A hundred years has witnessed 
the^ growth of free public schools, 
the abolition of slav ery and inden 
tured serv ants, the end of prison 
for debt, the legal emancipation 
of women, humane treatment of 
the insane,* safety in mines and fac 
tories, dev elopment of charity ser­ 
v ices for the poor, etc., etc. 
Who would repeal any of these 
things ? Nev ertheless, none of them 
has 
concelled out the different 
abilities of men. In short, it is 
d o u btfu l 
if any of them, or all of 
them together, has redistributed 
wealth. Total wealth and the stan 
d ard of liv ing 
hav e increased. 
Plumbing now in the homes of 
millions could not be found in the 
homes of the rich a century ago. 
In short, the rich are richer and 
the poor are richer. But the rela­ 
tiv e gap between the extremes 
has not been shortened. It is in 
fact a bit wider. 
Div ide 
total 
population 
into 
equal groups of people in accord­ 
ance with their income. In 1910, 
the highest tenth had 33.9 of to­ 
tal national income. In 1937, after 
fiv e years of the New Deal, it had 
34.4 per cent, or slightly more 
The lowest tenth in 1910 had 3.4 
per cent; in 1937 it had 1 per cent 
considerably less. The second high­ 
est tenth, as well as the third, 
fourth, and fifth also had slightly 
more of total national income in 
1937 than in 1910. The sev enth 
tenth had the same. 
But the 
eighth, ninth and lowest tenths 
which make up 30% of the popu 
lation, all had less. This 30 per 
cent of population together had 
13.8 per cent of a total income in 
1910, and only 8 per cent in 1937. 
This does not prov e that their 
relativ e 
position 
was 
greatly 
worse. They had a smaller per 
cent of a much larger total in­ 
come. In 1910 we had a total in­ 
come (in 1926 dollars) of $53 bil­ 
lions. In 1937, income was $81 bil­ 
lions. And through taxing those 
who had it, the poorest third had 
the use, although not the owner­ 
ship, of better schools, playgrounds, 


parks and bathing beaches, sani­ 
tation, 
lighting, 
transportation, 
hospitals, dispensaries, etc. Their 
health was much better, their 
death rate much lower. 
When we consider the immense 
amount of social legislation be­ 
tween 1910 and 1937 it appears I 
from the facts abov e, that it is 
practically impossible to redistri­ 
bute wealth by law into the hands 
of the poor. This may astound 
many people, but the figures prov e 
it. 
The disparity of wealth, outside 
of some monopolies and legal rack­ 
ets, is due, chiefly to the disparity 
of personal ability. The lawmakers 
are as helpless to change this as 
they are to make all trees the 
same size. A million boys sweat for 
years to throw as good a curv e 
as Dizzy Dean or Carl Hubbell. 
It can’t be done. The Deans and 
Hubbells get the big salaries. The 
batting eyes of Babe Ruth or J oe 
Dimaggio are found in only one 
head in a million. 
II is a social phenomena that 
people who would v ote away the ^ 
salaries paid in the business world 
are wholly tolerant of the pay of 
Kings of Swat, mov ie stars or 
mov ie executiv es. And yet the suc­ 
cessful manager of a factory or 
store is certainly as useful and as 
rare as crooners or Hedy Lamars. 
And this is not to say that some 
salaries in all these fields are 
not excessiv e. 
Three centruies ago in England 
there was a political party called 
the "lev ellers” . They were the 
forerunners of the "share the 
wefdthers” of Huey Long’s time. 
They would giv e equal income to 
unequal men. The bee and the 
drone, the industrious and the 
lazy would share alike. Capablanca 
would be permitted to win no more 
prizes at chess than the amateur. 
E dison, who worked 20 hours a i 
day, would get the same reward 
as the clock watcher. 
There are lev ellers today. They 
ev en rationalize their discontent 
with a religious halo. In fact a 
prominent church magazine re­ 
cently carried a ballot as to wheth­ 
er all ministers should be paid 
alike. The sameu philosophy is , 
found in labor circles where the 
ambitious are forbidden to do more 
or work longer than the indiffer­ 
ent. In the Army there would be 
no officers except someone elect­ 
ed by the priv ates, perhaps he 
had a good tenor v oice around 
the camp fire. 
/ 
Let us continue to support char­ 
ities for the* truly unfortunate. 
But let us not use them as the 
pawns of politics. Let us beware 
of a social philosophy that would 
tax ambition and hope out of the 
strong. Let the strong increase 
total wealth and total 
income. 
They will do more for the 
bookJ 
than the lev ellers

to k no w what was d o ne with 
their mo ney.

Early Orders For 
Dairy Equipment 
In County Urged 


Dairy farmers who will need 
extra milk cans, pails, strainers, 
kettles, cream cans, or other steel 
and tin-plate equipment in 1942 
should place their orders as soon 
as possible, according to W. M. 
Cory, assistant farm advisor. 
Defense needs have restricted 
civilian use of steel but priorities 
officials have granted a prefer­ 
ence rating to manufacturers of 
hot-dip tinned and tin-plate dairy 
equipment, Cory said. Only enough 
steel will be allocated, he said, 
to produce 1,340,000 milk cans 
needed for normal replacements 
and to handle the additional eight 
billion pounds of milk called for 
under the “ Food for Freedom” 
production campaign. 
In the case of the rating for tin­ 
plate dairy equipment, only enough 
steel will be allocated to provide 
for an increase of 6.8 per cent in 
dairy pails, mikstrainer pails, milk 
kettles, milk strainers, and set­ 
ter or cream cans, Cory said. 
Dairymen placing their orders 
now, he stated, are most likely 
to have them filled early, and 
will help manufacturers to esti­ 
mate their steel needs.

Su ggested for gifts for gard ­ 
eners are any of the new or old 
plants. Wild flower packets of 
ieed s, California poppies, pansy 
plants, a rose bu sh, new gard en 
gad gets, a shru b that a friend has 
wished for, a gard enia and on 
throu gh the nu rsery . 


Best bargains of the y ear, bare 
root roses will soon be on the 
market. And as important as the 
qu ality of the rose itself is the 
preparation of the bed in which it 
is to be planted . Begin at once 
to prepare the bed s for roses to 
be set ou t in Janu ary and the 
remaind er of the bare root sea­ 
son. 
Roses will grow in almost any 
soil if it is properly d rained and 
fertilized . They giv e the best re­ 
su lts if the bed is located in a 
su nny location where free circu ­ 
lation of air is assu red , prefer­ 
ably not too close to bu ild ings 
Most growers set the plants two 
to two-and -one-half feet apart, 
this d istance giv ing the plant 
sace enou gh to grow and afford ­ 
ing some protection from ex ces­ 
siv e heat. 
Preparation of the bed itself 
shou ld begin a month or two in 
ad v ance of the planting d ate if 
that is possible. Dig the hole 
two feet in d epth and if there is 
any qu estion of d rainage spread 
sev eral inches of sand and grav el 
in the bottom. Refill the hole 
with top soil, v ery old barny ard 
fertilizer and coarse straw. Wa­ 
ter the hole thorou ghly and let 
it stand u ntil planting time. 
When y ou are’ read y to plant 
the new roses, re-d ig the hole, 
make a broad circu lar hole abou t 
18 inches d eep, and if possible 
ad d bean straw and manu re to 
the top soil as the hole is being 
refilled . At the bottom of the 
hole make a mou nd of top soil 
to fit into the apex of root sy s 
tem so that the roots spread in 
a natu ral manner. 


A practical circu lar on home 
v egetable gard ening for Orange 
cou nty cond itions has been com­ 
pleted by the Orange Cou nty Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Ex tension serv ice, it was 
annou nced tod ay . 
One of the goals of the “Food 
for Defense” program is a home 
v egetable gard en on ev ery farm, 
where practical. This gard en cir­ 
cu lar has been prepared to assist 
local growers and other interest­ 
ed in growing a home gard en, the 
farm ad v isor’s office stated . 
Su bjects d iscu ssed in the cir­ 
cu lar inclu d e location of the gar 
d en, planning what to plant, soil 
preparation and irrigation, seed ­ 
ing and transplanting. 
Hints on 
growing the most popu lar v ege­ 
tables are also giv en.

This is Christmas Su nd ay . As 
I look ou t on field s green in the 
morning I recall Christmas 
of my y ou ng d ay s in 
New 
The morning clear and 
beneath the pu re blu e 
of the winter’s sky , the air keen 
and crisp, snow cru nching beneath 
the foot. Or perhaps it might be 
a morning gray and d rear, and we 
walked to chu rch with head s bent 
against a blu stering wind , snow 
wet on ou r faces. Bu t once in- 
the chu rch, warm and pleas­ 
ant, how the heart lifted to the 
fragrance of Christmas greenery 
and the joy ou s ringing of Christ­ 
mas mu sic. 
One thing that nev er came to 
mind there at Christmas time, 
not ev en to the mind of the most 
ard ent gard ener, was a rose gar­ 
d en. Yet here in California the 
v ery nex t thou ght after Chirstmas 
is the care of ou r rose bu shes. 
Tru e, many of u s hav e roses in 
bloom at Christmas time. My own 
little rose bed has some lov ely 
blooms, and rather more fresh 
foliage than I wish it had at this 
time of y ear. 
Bu t Janu ary , early in Janu ary , 
is the time to start off the rose 
cy cle for another y ear. Begin by 
pru ning. Cu t ou t all old growth, 
and all twiggy little branches, and 
pru ne back the remaining branch­ 
es. Opinions d iffer on this point, 
bu t whether y ou pru ne sev erely , 
back to two or three ey es on a 
branch, or less heav ily , pru ne 
with the shapeliness of the bu sh 
in mind , making clean cu ts ju st 
abov e an ey e on the ou tsid e of 
the branch, so that new growth 
will grow away from, rather than 
toward , the center of the bu sh. 
After y ou clean u p all the 
d ebris, spray the bu shes and the 
grou nd arou nd them thorou ghly 
with a good lime su lphu r spray , 
and repeat this in * abou t two 
weeks, and again in another two 
weeks if the bu shes are still d or­ 
mant. 
Now we are u p to Febru ary . 
Spread the rose bed with a thick 
(3 inch) mu lch of well rotted 
manu re. And as soon as the 
leav es appear start spray ing with 
a good general spray , and keep 
this u p ev ery two weeks throu gh 
the entire season. Spray in the 
morning, before the wind rises. 
There are sev eral good spray s 
for this pu rpose. 
One 
recom­ 
mend ed formu la is 
IV2 tablespoons Bord ello 
1H tablespoons Nu rsey Volck 
1 teaspoon rotonone 
1 gallon water 
Keep the roses well watered . 
If y ou water by irrigation, giv e

Barberry Proves 
Popular Hedge 


The Japanese barberry (ber­ 
berís thu nbergi) occu pies an im­ 
portant position among the hard y 
plants su ited to planting as a 
hed ge. It is a mu ch-branched 
shru b growing to fiv e feet in 
height and making a spread of 
ev en 
greater 
d imensions. 
It 
came from Japan more than 7 0 
y ears ago, and being ad aptable 
to a wid e range of climatic con­ 
d itions has become a fav orite be­ 
cau se of its freed om from d isease 
and insect attacks. 
Its great popu larity as a hed ge 
plant is d u e primarily to the fact 
that little trimming is need ed to 
keep it in shape. In contrast to 
priv et it makes a compact plant, 
and sniping off anv strangling 
shoots once a y ear will su ffice to 
maintain its good form u nless a 
more formal effect is important. 
Another d ecid ed ad v antage is 
its d ense growth from the bottom 
u p. Trespassers as well as d ogs 
and cats are barred by the thorny 
append ages. The Japanese bar­ 
berry is a d ecid u ou s shru b, which 
means that it d rops its foliage in 
the winter. In so 
d oing, 
the 
masses of bright scarlet fru its are 
d isplay ed u ntil the bird s d iscov er 
their food v alu e. 
From early spring u ntil fall the 
bu shes are cov ered d ensely with 
bright green leav es which tu rn to 
brilliant red with the approach of 
cool weather. This au tu mn foliage 
is particu larly rich and repre­ 
sents one of the greatest attrac­ 
tion of the plants. 


foliage fresh and clean. 
Along abou t the last of April, 
start feed ing—Vigoro, Gav iota, or 
some other good plant food . Giv e 
a cu pfu l to a bu sh, ou t a little 
d istance from the base of the 
bu sh, and water thorou ghly after 
each application. Once a month is 
not too often to feed . Up to the 
last of October. When the rose 
bed shou ld got another mu lch of 
manu re. 
Roses repay a sy stematic care. 
You may hav e worked ou t a 
method v ary ing slightly from the 
abov e which giv es y ou the best 
resu lts. For, of cou rse, there is 
not ju st one way by which roses 
may be su ccessfu lly grown. Bu t 
they mu st be pru ned in their d or­ 
mant season; 
they mu st hav e 
abu nd ant water d u ring t he i r 
growing season; they mu st be fed 
to prod u ce the max imu m of good 
bloom; and , abov e all, they mu st 
be spray ed consistently to pre­ 
serv e them from pests and d isease. 
So mark d own on y ou r New 
Year’s resolu tion “Better care for 
the rose gard en,” and great will 
be y ou r reward in the months to 
come—if y ou keep faithfu lly to 
what y ou hav e resolv ed ! 
There is a Light from abov e 
which illu mines the path of life- 
may we striv e to walk in it. May 
we keep clear and shining in ou r 
own hearts the stars which re­ 
flect the d iv ine light, while we 
pray earnestly for the d ay when 
in the hearts of all mankind they 
may shine u nd immed , and ov er 
all the earth shall reign the peace 
and good will of which the angels 
sang when He was born whose 
holy birthd ay we celebrate at the 
Christmas season. 


GROUND COVERS 
There are many hard y annu als 
that may be u sed effectiv ely as 
grou nd cov ers or carpeting—and 
low-growing spread ing or d warf 
plant may be u sed . The same 
grou p of plants generally u sed for 
bord ers serv e perfectly well. A few 
'of tfie beter known are anagallas, 
ageratu m, lobelia, brachy come, gi- 
lia tricolor, fairy stars, English 
d aisies, d warf cand y tu ft and bor- 
u er begonnias.

In cases 
where d ou bt arises as to what will 
occu r d u ring the wet d ay s of 
early spring, or where the soil 
is particu larly heav y , raise me 
bed s abou t 6 inches from the 
lev el of the gard en.
